Charles Wormwood, Prudential Committee. 

Geo. B. Merrill, Miss Alice Wilder of Newton and Miss A. 
Josephine Eaton of Hampstead, teachers. 

This school has had such a change of teachers during the 
year that the harmony has not existed which is so important 
for continued success. Mr. Morrill worked hard in the inter- 
est of the school, a fact which did not seem to be appreciated 
by many of the parents who did not make much apparent ef- 
fort to keep their children at school.
